‘The committee bill is to make the 
mayor, the police commissioner, and the 


\ chief justice of the municipal court a 
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tribunal with authority to stop the pre- 
sentation of a moving picture or discon- 
tinue a theatrical performance for, any 
reason they deem sufficient. However, a 
vote to stop a performance must be 
unanimous. 

The bill was reported in the House 
today. 

Under the present law the censorship 
is vested in the mayor and the police 
commissioner, who may stop only such 
plays or films as are held to be “obscene 
or immoral.” 

Inasmuch as this joint control has been 
criticized as not tending to enforcement 
of the law, some persons at the State 
House are speculating on the effect of 
_ the committee’s bill, which requires the 
~ approval of three persons, before the 


_eensorship can be put into operation. 


Senator William J. Sullivan, it is 
nderstood, with Representatives’ Bow- 


‘ger and Abbot. will also dissent from 
the report of the committee. 


Representatives Bowser and Abbott

Petrograd Claims That on North 
of Niemen Teutons Ap- 
proached Line of Dubissa — 
Artillery Duels Feature Fight

PETROGRAD, Friday—The general 
staff report that on the north of. the 
Niemen Germans approached the line of 
Dubissa yesterday morning. 

On the whole front the artillery fire 
during the past few days has* become 
more intense and collisions between re- 
connoitering details more frequent. 

West of the Niemen and north offthe' 
Narew the Germans deliveréd isolated 


‘attacks in many places Tuesday and 


Wednesday, none being decisive. 

In the Kalwarja region and north of 
Suwalki the Russians checked the Ger- 
man offensive easily between the rivers 
Pissa and Szrwka. 

German forces advancing in the marshy 
land sector of Krusza Sefarin were 
driven back in disorder, losing heavily. 

In Tartax village region the Germans 
unsuccessfully attempted to carry the 
Russian trenches by a sudden attack, and 
they also failed to make progress north 
of Przasnysz and east of Raciaz and 
Drobin. 

Near Starovzeba, the Germans, who 
opened the offensive, were immediately 
engaged in a desperate battle. 

Near the Uszok pass, the Austro-Ger- 
man forces unsuccessfully attacked a 
hill, northeast of Lubina, Tuesday night. 

Towards Stryj, the Germans delivered 
determined attacks near Holowiecko, be- 
ing repulsed with the bayonet. 

VIENNA, Friddy—Communiques state 
that in Russian Poland and in the Car- 
pathians, vigorous artillery combats oc- 
curred. 

The Reialdas? attempt, after a long 
bombardment, to attack the Austrians in 
positions on the heights of Oper valley, 
was repulsed, after a brief engagement.

\} ‘He described the innumerable diffieul 


ties with which the government was 
faced, inchiding the passions, prejudices 
and policies of the most explosive char* 
acter on all sides. 

As to the idea that the government 
attached too much importance to the 
part drink played in delaying the war 
munitions output, the Chancellor ex- 
plained that they had put mobilization 
of industry first, removal of trade re- 
strictions second and drink questions 


| third. Having emphasized the import- 


ance of the ‘nation putting forth ‘the 
whole of its strength and subordinating 
everything to the present struggle, he 
stated every one at first agreed about 
the facts as to the drink evil until the 
remedies were heard. 

The facts, he added, showed that the 
seriousness of the evil was such that 


LOhlyetrong action would enable them 


to cope with, it, 

Continuing, the chancellor said ‘the 
safety of the country depends largely 
upon the work of the shipyards, and the 
delay in many was causing anxiety to 
those commanding the fleet on the high 
seas. Briefly, the position is that. while 
the country is at war some men, are 
doing leas work than under ordinary 
conditions. 

The chancellor quoted the rights and 
stutistics of the men, the attendance at 
factories showing that, for instance, in 
one factory employing 136 fitters build- 
ing submarines only 60 worked a full 
day Monday, 90 a full day Tuesday, 86 
Wednesday, 77 Thursday, 91 Friday and 
103 Saturday, the actual hours worked 
being 5533 instead of 7155, the latter 
representing an ordinary week’s work 
exclusive of overtime. 

The loss,*he explained, was. equivalent 
to 30 per cent of a week’s work on the 
basis of normal peace employment. 
Meanwhile, the chancellor, continuing, 
said the government was not. justified 
in having total prohibition until all else 
had been tried. 

The government proposed a heavy tax’ - 
on spirits, the spirit duty to be doubled 
and the limit of dilution increased; a 
heavy surtax on beer containing over 
7 per cent proof. spirit; and a graduated 
new duty from 12 to 36 shillings, ac- 
cording to strength.’ This, he explained, 
was with a view to encourage light 
beers. The duty on sparkling wines 
would be 15 shillings per gallon, the 
duty on other wines being quadrupled. 

Duties on beer, he estimated, would . 
produce £1,600,000 and on wines £1,- 
500,000. :

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CAREER SHOWN 
OF IRISHMAN IN 
UNITED STATES 


Dublin Gathering Hears Sir Hor- 
ace Plunkett Tell of Work 
Done by McCarthy of Wiscon-| 
sin — Agricultural Plan Seen 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 
DUBLIN, Ireland—Sir Horace Plunk- 


ett, P.C., K.C.V.0., F.R.S., delivered 


an interesting lecture recently, under 
the auspices of the National Literary 
Society of Ireland, in the large hall, St. 
Stephen’s Green, on McCarthy of Wis- 
consin. His subject, Sir Horace Plunk- 
ett said, was the career of a remarka- 
ble Irishman in the United States, and 
its special interest to Ireland was the 
light it threw on one of the most search- 
ing questions people were asking about 
Irishmen. John, the father of Charles 
McCarthy, the hero of the present 
sketch, came from the hilly country on 
the borders of Cork and Kerry, and his 
mother, Katherine O’Shea came from 
the same district. John McCarthy and 
his wife both worked in a boot factory 
in Brockton, Mass., and here Charles 
McCarthy, one of three children, spent 
his early years. At the age of 14 he 
ran away from home. 
The boy, Sir Horace continued, knew 
that the schooling he had had would 
not take him far, but he-was confident 
that he could earn a surplus above a 
bare subsistence for further education. 
He accepted any kind of employment 
which offered a decent wage. He 
worked around docks, in factories, and 
on the land. His first rise in life was 
when he got a job at scene shifting in 
a theater. From this he advanced to 
scene painting, and ultimately to thea- 
ter management. A well-paid job at a 
theater in Providence, R. I., enabled 
young McCarthy to attend lectures at 
the Brown University, where he met 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and this strange- 
ly assorted pair have remained fast 
friends ever since. 


Honors 


After giving some further details of 
‘Mr. McCarthy’s university career and 
the part he played in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, Sir Horace Plunkett said that, 
specializing in comparative law and jur- 
isprudence, McCarthy managed to win 
& prize awarded annually by the Ameri- 
can Historical Society for the best man= 
_ useript on American history, and the 


University of Wisconsin conferred upon} 


him the degree of doctor of philosophy.. 
While he Was at the liniversity he was 
constantly at the capitol, especially 
when the Legislature was in session. In 
all_his study of political questions he 
kept a critical eye upon the legislation 
and the administration in process near 
by, and prepared himself for his future 
work of training the young men of the 
state for the higher duties of cit- 
zenship. 

, The constitution of Wisconsin, Sir 
Horace Plunkett continued, in its main 
lines, was of the usual North American 
pattern. The distinctive feature, how- 
ever, of its government, and it was this 
peculiarity which gave Dr. McCartay 
the opportunity he needed, was its re- 
lationship with the = state university 
which is financed chiefly by the Legis- 
lature, and is governed by a board of 
regents appointed by the Governor. 
Nearly all the agricultural functions of 
government are discharged by the 
agricultural college attached to the 
university. 

It may be due to this fact, Sir Hor- 
ace said, that the agricultural policy 
of Wisconsin is-world famed. At any 
rate you -will understand,: he continued, 
why, when | wascchiefly responsible for 
setting to work our department of agri- 
culture and technical instruction, I had 
to go to-Madison and see for myself 
what Ireland could learn from the most 
advanced thinkers upon rural economics 
in the western hemisphere.

Declares Loss’ of Revenue as 


Be About 60 Millions a Year

LONDON—In 9n article published in 
a recent issue of the Daily News, P. W.. 
Wilson discussed the probable cost to 
the treasury of the enforcement of 
prohibition. 
In one way or another, Mr. Wilson 


said, we may, I think, assume that Mr. 
Lloyd George receives from the trade! in 
all its branches a-sum:of £60,000,000 a 
year, or nearly one quarter of the entire 
national revenue. What he would stand 
to lose were total prohibition to be 
adopted would, therefore, be not less 
than £5,000,000 a month. All kinds of 
allowances would, however, have to. be 4 
made for stocks in hand and other cir- 
cumstances, yet the above figure is near 
enough for our purpose. If ‘spirits. alone 
were prohibited the loss of revenue 
would be £2,000,000 a month. 


War Cost 

The cost of the war to Great Britain

ALBERT SPALDING IN SECOND: 
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NEW EXHIBITIONS OPEN IN 
ART GALLERIES OF BOSTON 


There have just been added to the 
| pictures on exhibition in the galleries 
of the Artists “uild, 162 Newbury 
street, a number of new canvases, prom- 
inent. among them a double portrait by 
| Edmund C. Tarbell. The picture is one 
which if hung unsigned and with the 
author unknown would attract only the 
most favorable comment. Its excel- 
lence in constructive modeling, its in- 
teresting lighting, the clever balance of 
the color composition are very appar- 
ent. But Mr. Tarbell has set for him- 
self in his» previous work some high 
standards and applying those standards 
to his latest canvas serves to empha- 
size some of the opportunities it offers 
for adverse criticism. 

The arrangement of the figures is not 
as happy as it might be. The picture 
shows two men, seated, one in the cen- 
ter of the canvas, directly facing the 
observer and almost in full light. The 
other is shown slightly to the right, 
in profile, and with the light at his back. 
The effect of these positions is to give 
by far the greater prominence to the 
figure in the center and inasmuch as the 
head is of larger size it seems to be 
nearer the observer than the other, al- 
though not supposed to appear so. 

Again there are three arms in. view 
and the ownership of the one in the 
middle, resting on a chair arm, is not 
instantaneously apparent. And the ar- 
tist has given such scant attention to the 
legs of the figure on the right that it is 
difficult to tell whether ‘they are crossed 
or not. In either case the draughting 
would seem to be at fault. 

Another interesting canvas is Hermann 
Dudley Murphy’s “New Moon,” a most 
effective composition of dark storm 
clouds climbing almost vertically against 
a sunset sky of pinks, yellows and paie 
blues. The low-lying landscape is real- 
istic, the clouds dramatic and*the sky 
poetic.

isedbeck riding has greetly increas. 
in’ popularity as an outdoor pastime for 
women in the last féw years.. More 
women gre riding in city parks and at 
country clubs and summer resorts than 
ever before, and this tendency promptly 
shows itself in the demand for proper 
riding clothes. 

The riding habit changes very little 
from year to year in its general lines, 
but there are constant changes in de- 
tails, both as to materials and acces- 
sories. The shift from side saddle to 
cross saddle riding on the part of many 
women has necessitated a greater choice 
of garments designed for comfort in 
riding astride; and at the same time the 
skirt-habit has been altered to make for 
more grace in walking and more safety 
in the saddle. 

A correct coat for the horseback rider 
is shown in the accompanying picture. 
It is close-fitting, with full skirts com- 
ing just to the knee or a bit above, It 
is single-breasted, with from three to 
five buttons, and may be of heavy black 
Or gray material for winter wear, chang- 
ing to lighter weignt and color for 
spring. Black and white checks, soft 
‘gray mixtures and pin stripes are among 
the spring models, and for country wear 
the rough tweeds and homespuns are 
appropriate. 

Since wash fabrics are much used for 
summer riding habits, it is wise to see 
that all materials are shrunk before 
they are made up. Habits soil quickly 
in the saddle, and the khaki, duck, 
crash and heavy linens used for summer 
wear all shrink amazingly in the tub. 

‘It should also be remembered, in buy- 
ing a habit, that only the best materials 
will pay. Cheap fabrics do not keep 
their shape and style in the hard usage 
that riding gives them. In laundering 
a riding habit, its shape will be preserved 
better if it is scrubbed with a stiff hand 
brush and bath soap on a board, thus 
preventing stretching and sagging. It 
ig a good idea to have two skirts to 
one coat, for the summer habit, as the 
skirt and breeches soil much more 
guickly than the coat. 

The ugly bloomers,*or divided skirts, 
which were first worn for riding astride, 
have vanished, and in their place are 
the roomy breeches, snug at the knee, 
with the coat forming a skirt. While 
doeskin is always good form for these 
breeches, they are usually made of the 
same material as the coat. Covert cloth, 
fine black and white check, and the 
heavier khaki and linen all make durable 
garments. 

A correct hat for riding depends upon 
the season and the occasion. For formal 
affairs the silk top hat is worn, but it 
is not used in summer, when it gives 
place to a straw sailor or a soft panama, 
worn with white linens. The derby and 
bowler hats are good all the year round, 
but they also give way to straw in the 
summer months. 

The heavy patent leather or hide boots 
which are worn in winter give way at 
this time of the year to boots of lighter 
weight, with feet of calfskin and uppers 
of a softer, more pliable leather. There 
are also laced boots of walking height, 
over which are worn khaki or canvas 
leggings, or puttées, similar to the heavy 
leather puttees worn in winter. A boot 
that is especially comfortable laces down 


SALAD PLANTS AND PLANT SA 


No other group of plants is so justly 
entitled to a place in the home garden 
as the salad plants. The reason is that 
in order to be at their best when eaten 
these plants must have been out of the 
soil the shortest possible time so as to 
be crisp and tender. The majority of 
salad plants do best in a rich garden 
loam. It is important that there be 
plenty of nitrogen and moisture in the 
soil, because these combine to make the 
leaves large, succulent, free from string- 
iness, tender and of high flavor. After 
the ground has been dug, finely raked 
and the séed sown, all that is necessary 
is to keep the surface of the soil loose 
and open and free from weeds. 

‘Unquestionably the easiest salad 
‘plant of all to grow is pepper-grass or 
garden cress. Within three weeks of 
the date of sowing, the plants should 
have reached a height of three inches, 
® or perhaps more, and thus be ready for 
the table. This plant has a piquant 
lavor, and is perhaps best appreciated 
when eaten with salt and bread and 
butter, though it makes a welcome ad- 

ition to mixtures of milder salads such 
as fetticus (or corn salad) and lettuce. 
To prepare it for the table, cut it with 
the shears about an inch above the 
ground and wash it. In a few days 
new shoots will come from the stumps 
of the plants that have been cut and a 
second cutting may be made in about 
two weeks. 

‘Garden mustard may be cut in the. 
same way as pepper-grass, and either 
used for a salad or ‘boiled like ‘Spinach 
to be served as a pot herb.

UPHOLSTERED FURNITURE REPAIRED 


In spring- gjuffed work the webbing 
underneath a seat has to bear the whole 
of the weight which is put upon the top 
of the article, and, as a consequence, it 
is often found that the seats of uphol- 
stered furniture, although otherwise in 
good order, show signs of “sagging.” If 
the trouble is allowed to go on, says the 
Woodworker (London), the slackness of 
the covering material will allow* the fill- 
ing to shift, and in most. eases it will 
be necessary not only to re-web the seat, 
but to také off the covering and second- 
stuff tlie article. If the work of “setting- 
up,” as it is termed, be takep in hand at 
once, a mere re-webbing of the seat will! 
set matters right. again. 

To “set-up” a seat, the old: Hessian .or 
bottom canvas must bé knocked off, as 
also must the old strands of web, the 
article being turned upside-down.. The 
springs being free, they will. projéct be- 
yond the level of the bottom of the 
seat-rail, and at this stage it should be 
seen that the Hessian covering the tops: 
of the springs is quite sound. Should the 
top coils of the springs he loose, the cir- 
cular needle and twine can be used to 
put a few stitches in them, and so make 
them again secure. 

The projecting springs must not be. 


that the work of forcing the springs 
under the webbing after the latter, is 
fixed would be difficult, but the webbing 


;\does not actually engage with the springs, 


which .can easily be slipped into posi- 
tion. When the springs are put back 
again sew each at four points around 
its bottom coil, using a spring needle and 
upholsterer’s twine. The needle is pushed 
through the webbing, and, by reason of 
being bent, can be brought between the 
strands in making the stitches, thus 
doing away with the necessity of putting 
the hand into the seat. In fixing the 
springs it must be remembered, that those 
on the outside of the seat must. be closer 
together where they rest on the webbing 
than they are at the opposite ends. The 
tacking on of a fresh» bottom canvas 
completes the work.

Stull Undecided 


The issue is undetermined after years 
and years of discussion and investigation 
and the piling up of testimony’ in many 
large volumes. One commission after 
another has considered the question, and: 
all but the Loud commission has §in- 
dorsed the space system. That system, 
it is quite generally believed’ here, will 
ultimately be adopted, and then ‘will 
come up the question of compensation. 
What basis ought to be adopted? Shall 
it be a commercial rate, or something 
less than that? : 

Already the proper basis of compensa- 
tion is being considered’in the depart- 
ment, which is waiting for an opportun- 
ity to ask the question, whether mail 
is a commodity and if so whether the 
railroads should have full pay for carry- 
ing it. 

Not a few of the experts make the 
point that mail is not a commodity. It 
is something out of which the govern- 
ment makes no profit, say these experts. 
It is only a convenience to the publie, 
and to the railroads as a part ofthe 
public. ‘Why not, then, it is asked,. re- 
quire the railroads to carry mail matter 
without a large profit, or perhaps with- 
out any profit whatsoever, as a part of 
the duty they owe the public? 

The tinal determination of these ques- 
tions will have a direct bearing upon 
the efforts now being made to ‘reduce 
letter postage. It would not be possible 
for the government at this time to ‘cut 
its letter postage receipts in two and ex- 
pect to make up the difference by an in- 
crease of business. One cent postage, in 
other words, would create a large and 
permanent deficit in postal revenues 
from the start. This reduced postage 
could only come about as the result of a 
liberal concession on the part of the 
railroads in mail rates. Such a conces- 
sion, however, the roads already claim 
to have made to the limit of their abil- 
ity. Just at present they find themselves 


encouraged by a recent federal court de-’ 


cision that railroads do not have to ae- 
cept non-paying business simply because 
their total business may show a profit.

Russia desiring to establish closer com- 
mercial relations with the whole of North 
America, apparently. .It is the purpose 
of the society to collect and djstribute 
information about Russia for Americans, 
and about Americans for Rugsians,'to 
promote business connections between the 
two countries, to organize lectures and 
reports about the United States, to es- 
tablish Russian-American clubs, ete. The 
society is to open branches in other Rus- 
sian cities, 

Undoubtedly there will be a sérious 
effort next winter to get up the question 
of a new trade treaty between the United 
States and Russia. The United States 
has wanted a new treaty for some time, 
but. there has been some doubt as to 
whether Russia would agree to the in- 
sertion in it of passport conditions for 
the protection of* former Russian sub- 
jects, Jews, who desire to revisit their 
old home. The unwillingness of Russia 
to provide satisfactory protection for 
people of that clase, it will be recalled, 
led to the abrogation of the old. treaty 
several years ago. 

Since the, ald*treaty was abrogated , 
the war has tome’on, and Russia has’ 
found herself greatly in need of markets 
to take the place of those in Germany 
and western Europe generally, now closed 
to her. The time will therefore be op- 
portune, say American ‘statesmen, for 
new 
treaty, when Congress assembles.‘in the 
early winter; indeed, the executive 
branch of the government may do some- 
thing in the way of preliminaries prior 
to. that time, but as Aso this nothing at 
present is known. 

Should a new treaty be presented to,

terms satisfactory to the American peo- 
ple, it is believed that it could easily 
be ratified. Not only does Russia want 
access to the American markets but ‘ 
Americans want access to the markets 
of Russia.. Each has something that the 
other, wants. 

The meeting at Moscow and the new 
society at Petrograd are of considerable 
importance, in the light of the treaty 
possibilities.

Russian. Embassy at- Washington 
Gets. Details Concerning ‘the 
Measures Taken to Banish 
Intemperance From Empire

WASHINGTON —The Russian embas- 
sy has just.received from the home gov- 
ernment official details concerning meas- 
ures of prohibition put into effect on at-+ 
count of the war. That the Tsar’s or- 


the part of the people is indicated. by 
several petitions received urging. its .ex- 
tension. The belief ‘now amounts to cOn-' 
iction. that due to- the ‘exceptionally 
good results, prohibition in Russia, now 
in effect only for. the period of the war, 
will become permanent by legislation 
after the war is over.

ties in the schools. All these. projects 
will be carried forward as fast as*funds 
are secured for the purposes enunierated:

Scene of Beauty—Two-Hour 


Walk Enables Visitor to Study | 


~ Principal Features , 


‘Cherries and Magnolias are in full 
flower at the Arnold Arboretum. The 
recent warm weather may be said to 


ve caused the Arboretum to burst into 
wer. Those who want to see the dis- 
play must lose no time, for the blossoms 
soon disappear. During a walk &f about 
two hours one can study the chief fea“, 
tures of this spring exhibition. If the 
Jamaica Plain gate (near 14B on the ac- 
companying plan) is the most convenient 
point of entry, the‘best walk would be 
along the Meadow Road past 11C to 
the bend West of 10E, then by the Bussey 
Hill Road to the Center Street gate near 
9A, back to the top of Bussey Hill near 
9D, across to the Forest Hills gate near 
ILE and back to the Jamaica Plain gaté 
by the Willow Path passing 11D. 
‘If the Forest Hills gate is the moat 
fecessible the same ground might be 
dovered by proceeding along the Willow 
Path to the Jamaica Plain gate, bacl.: 
along the Meadow Road and after that 
following the same route as above until 
Peturning to the starting point. ‘Taking 
the first itinerary, on entering the 
Jamaica Plain gate (14B) one’s atten- 
tion is at once arrested by the fine dis- 
play of flowering Magnolias in front of 
and beyond the Administration Building. 
he grass is dotted with bushes gay with 
great blossoms, of purple, white and 
ink; the air is ]JAden with their scent. 
bn the right as one faces the building 
is a small tree covered with the large 
white flowers of the Yulan,. The Latin 
mame Magnolia conspicua—a capital one 
+-had to be changed according to the 
Taws of priority to the unsuitable M. 
denudata, The shrub is most “‘conspicu- 
gus” and not at all “denuded,” but the 
authorities conscientiously use the latter 
name. If it is called by its Japanese 
name of Yulan the controversy so un- 
suitable in: the presence of beauty and 
fragrance may be avoided. 
_ The small shrubs covercd with starry 
white “blossoms are well called M., 
ftellata. The finest one is near the 
building and rivals those so well known 
as one of the chief spring. beauties at 
Kew (England). The purplish-flowered 
bushes are M. Soulangeana and M. Can- 
@olleana,. both derived from the Yulan. 
At the west of the building is a fine 
tree of M. Kobus, 25 feet high. After 
its profuse flowering in 1914 it is, so 
to speak, resting on its laurels and has 
only: ‘enongl blossoms to show ‘what it 
can do.. The scents of th different spe- 
_ ies are. powerful and characteristig. It 
is difficult to.describe them, but” per- 
_ haps Kobus flowers recall the scent of 
Hawthorn. Like some other early spring 
flowers, these Magnolias offer a far- 
Teathing advertisement of perfume and 
color. But all the Magnolias do not 
flower in the spring. M. obovata, which 
stands at the western end of the group, 
is only as yet in bud. |

Duncan, president’ of the association, 
and he appointed Mr. Mitchell as a com- 
mittee of one to represent the associa-' 
tion with power-of-attorney, and power 
te- appomt’ substithtes ‘in: our. endeavors 
to, purchdse dyestuffs. from Germany and 
deliver them :to the. indust ies of the 
United States, .\. 
‘“Ror a time it looked as if ‘it would 
be unnecessary for us%o%go to-Germany 
to try.fo. induce the German government }- 
to releasé dyestuffs; but. after the state 
departent and others. had decided that 
they had exhausted every means at their 
command to obtain the renewal of dye- 
atuffs shipments, we-again decided it 
would’ bé. necessary,. and equipped with 
credentials. and introductions: from the 
secretary of state, we sailed for Eu- 
rope and reported at. the American em- 
bassy in London, on Sept. .30. 

.“On that day we were informed that 
the German government had officially 
notified.the_state department that they 
would not release any. dyestuffs unless 
they were shipped in American bottoms, 
and unless we gave a-bond against the 
re-shipment .of any dyestuffs from the 
United States. ; 

“Six or seven days afterward, on Oct. 
6, we were informed by cable from New 
York that the S. S, Matanza’ had been 
chartered, and would. be sent over m 
ballast to Rotterdam -so that we might 
have a vessel sailing under the Ameri- 
can flag to take =back the dyestuffs. 
When the German, authorities were no- 
tified that the Matanzas was coming in 
ballast, they were much displeased about 
it; They felt thatthe United States 
should send something to Germany -in 
this vesselif exchange for dyestuffs. 


Cotton Is Asked F or 


“Asked as to what they. desifed in ex- 
change, they told us that they wanted 
cotton. And accordingly, on Oct. 7, we 
‘gent a cable from the United/States é¢m- 
bassy ‘in Berlin to the state department 
at Washington informing the department

‘Loading Is Begun’ 


““The steamship Matanzas gfrived gt 
Rotterdam on Oct: 19, and on the 2st 
loading began. . Unfortunately it had 
been estimated that the steamer would 
carry more than she could, and we Fob 
-there“were more dyestuffs for the United 
'States-in Rotterdam than the Matanzas 
‘could carry, .To meet this difficulty the 
‘steamship Sun, an ‘American steamer, 
was ordered to’ put into Rotterdam—to 
take: the dyestuffs that the Matanzas 
could not carry. } 

“A quantity of the dyestuffs was al- 
ready in Rotterdam on’ ‘ arrival of the 
Matanzas and loading was_ begun as 
soon as possible. On the other hand, 
several of the shipments had not reached 
Rotterdam ‘when the Matanzas sailed. 


Vessels Arrive Safely 


“The Matangas and Sun arrived. safely 
in New York and their cargoes were dis- 
charged there. Since -then there -have 
been five other boat-loads of dyestuffs 
sreceived in this country. For a time 
the supplies. led people, who ,,were att, 
convérsant with the facts, to believe that’ 
we. would have a steady. supply ,frem 
Germany, but. the British. - orders-in- 
council changed the position. The spe 
cial committee, which has its head- 
quarters in Boston, then. decided ‘that 
the best thing we could do was to send 
our counsel, Charles H. Burr, to London, 
to: enter‘ into negotiations with the Brit- 
ish. govérnment. and endeavor to ob- 
tain from them safe passage for  ship- 
ments of dyestuffs to the textile indus- 
tries of the United States. 2 

“Mr. Burr sailed from New York on 
this mission on March 6.° Later on rep-. 
resentatives of the American woolen in- 
dustry—which wae also running short of: 
dyestuffs—were associated. with the -spe- 
cial commitee of the cotton manufactur- 
fers association as regards Mr. Burr’s mis- 
sion to London; and there was also fur-- 
ther. communication with Berlin’ with 
a view, as the reports read, #o facili- 
tating the release of goods by the Ger- 
man government. 

“The Board ‘of Trade at Whitehall-on 
April 8 wrote Mr. Burr, advising him 
that the application and/plan. with re- ; 
spect to the passage of two ships loaded 
‘with dyestuffs had been carefully con- 
sidered, and that fa formal request for’| 
the granting of these passes were made 
thrfugh the foreign office’it would be 
favorably received. 

“Ambaseador Page and the NS 
of the embassy aided with their advice 
the ~wnofficial efforts of Mr. Burr, and 
finally when the plan was ready for 
diplematic action Mr. Page took up the 
matter with the foreign” office and 
brought it to a successful conclusion 
with tact and expedition. ¥ 

“Ambassador Page, on April 14, no- 
tified the state. department by cable 
that he had been officially notified. by 
the foreign office that they would allow 
two steamer loads of dyestuffs te pass

Scott’s “Life of Buonaparte,” J. G. Léck-

“The lofty impartiality with which 
Scott tteats the personal character of 
Buonaparte was of course sure to make 
all ultra-politicians both at. homg and 
abroad condemn his representation; and 
an equally general and better founded 
exception was taken to the lavish im- 
agery of his historical etyle. He de- 
spised the former clamor—to the latter 
he bowed submissive. He could not, 
whatever character he might wish to 
assume, cease to bé one of the greatest 
of poets. Metaphorical illustrations 

. . were to him the natural and nee- 
essary offspring and playthings of ever- 
teeming faney. He could not write a 
note to his printer—he could not speak 
to himself in his diary—without intro- 
ducing them. . Few will say. that his his- 
torical style is, on the whole, excellent— 
none that it is perfect; but it is com- 
pletely unaffected, and therefore excites 
nothing of the unpleasant feeling with 
which we consider the elaborate arti- 
fices of a far greater historian—the 
greatest that our literature can boast— 
Gibbon. The rapidity of the execution 
infers many ineccuracies as to minor 
matters of fact; but ‘it is nevertheless 
true that no imaccuracy affecting the 
character of the book as a fair record 
of great events has to this hour been 
detected by the malevolent ingentity 
of Jacobin or Buonapartist. Even the

Upon being 
questioned by the dean of the department as to his motive 
in combining these somewhat unrelated branches of learn- 
ing, the student replied, “I wish, sir, to be a bridge across 
This student, grown to manhood, has occu-

im the Imperial University and is one of the counselors 


of Gount Okuma, Baron Sakatani, mayor, of Tokio, and 
of the elder statesmen of the empire. The presence of 
such a man as Professor Nitobe as a counselor in times 
of delicate and far-reaching discussion and controversy 


is inestimable because of his knowledge of America, as 


well as on account of his early conceived ‘life purpose. 

No one could Jong be resident in present-day Japan 
without appreciating the value of sympathetic, educated 
statesmanship as a balance for that kind of popular senti- 
ment. which 1s so often provincial and one-sided.

one is ready to abuse and cuff and in whose tiefarious 
pies some’ would like to have a finger. The word has 
nevertheless a far wider range than that usually iden- 
tified with it, and there are few if any conditions of liv- 
ing which it does not or cannot affect. 

By the close. of the sixteenth century monopolies in 
England had increased in number to such an extent, and 
their abuses. become so notorious that Parliament had to 


_ step in, and the ingenuity of the monarch for a time added 


to their labors... The indisputable fact remains that 
monopolies are opposed to the freedom for the attain- 
ment of which men have endured so much. ‘They give 
to the individual the power to do what he wills; yet some 
monopolies, such as modern municipal ones, are in the 
main beneficent, though they, too, are open to abuse. 
Commercial monopolies are perhaps the least difficult to 
deal with. The evils to which they give rise crop up more 
closely to the surface than those of a more subtle form 
which may be termed social or individualistic privileges, 
and so they attract more readily the public notice. The 
individual monopoly of material wealth and power ‘finds 


its extreme expression in the tyranny of the autocrat 


who holds in fee for his own use the freedom of his peo- 
ple. The deadening influence of the selfishness ‘uport 


which such a monopoly is based is far-reaching iin its*\, 


effects upon human happiness, and how hard is the . 


accomplishment of its destruction history has only too’ 


clearly shown. 

There is nothing which cannot be drawn into the net 
of monopoly. Ben Jonson’s detractors accused him of 
trying to create a monopoly in learning, but Dr. John- 
son’s admirers allowed him to monopolize conversation 
because of his sagacity. A peculiarly valuable species 
of monopoly is the copyright of an author in his’ books, 
if we may, judge ‘by the strenuous efforts which: his 
publisher sometimes makes to relieve him of its burdens. 
The desire to acquire “‘fastens upon our nature, yea upon 
our reason,” and there are some monopolies we all want 
to share in; hence our difficulty in getting rid of' the evil. 
The great support of monopoly, unconsciously perhaps, 
‘is “self”; deep down in our hearts we know that if our 
neighbor “has a monopoly on’t” we “would have part 
“on’t.” Hence, being illogical, our desire to get rid of 
the’evil is not equaled by our effort to accomplish this 
end; the strength of our effort is the measure of our 
‘sincerity, and so deviously' does the human mind work 
that when we talk of sharing we too often mean that we 
should have the larger portion and our neighbor the 
smaller. 

Fortunately there are many things that no man can 
keep entirely to himself and to the exclusion of others. 
Joy and friendship “call for two to share in thé.”
